State and Federal Jurisdiction in 
Railroad Case Will Be Considered. 
Washington, October 28.—The supreme 

court of the United States today grant- 
ed the petition of Edward -T. Young, 

aétorney general of Minnesota, for a 
writ bringing the contempt proceedings 
against Mr. Young in connection with 
the enforcement of the railroad rate 
law of that state, to that court for re- 
view, and enlarged the scope of the 
order so as to permit his admission to 
bail He is now under sentence by 
Judge Lochran, of tne federa) court, 
on the charge of instituting a proceed- 
ing in the Minnesota erate courts in 
the face of a prohibition by the feder- 
al court. 

The action of the supreme court will 
bring the entire subgect before that 
court. The important question of the 
respective jurisdictions of the state 
and federal courts in cases -in which 
the state railroad legislation is in- 
volved, which has agsen itn many 
States, notably in North Carolina, will 
necessarily be considered in this suit 
and may prove to be a test case along 
new lines.
